Elba BOE members approve recommendation 
to give two additional pers

The Elba Board of 
Education met Tuesday, 
Dec. 15, for its regu- 
lar monthly meeting, and 
among the actions approved 
during the meeting was a 
request from the superinten- 
dent to give employees two 
additional personal days. 

Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said this had been 
something the administra- 
tion had been thinking on as 
a way to give the employ- 
ees something beneficial to 
them this year considering 
all they have dealt with due 
to the COVID-19 pandemic. 
He said the system was able 
to provide some Christmas 
gift items to employees this 
year also, and he said the 
feedback had been really 
good on those gifts. 

The big thing Moseley 
said he felt would benefit 
employees would be giving 
them two additional person- 
al days of leave, excluding 
himself. He said he simply 
did not want to give him- 
self two additional personal 
days. 

Moseley said these days 
would be for the employees 
to choose how they want to 
use them, but he said he was 
glad to be able to offer these 
days to the employees to 
help show them how much 
the system appreciates all 
they have and are doing. 

The board concurred with 
Moseley’s recommenda- 
tion and voted to give all 
employees, excluding the 
superintendent, two addi- 
tional personal days. 

The board accepted 
retirement paperwork from 
Elba Elementary School 
teacher Pam Mitchell to 
retire, effective Dec. 16, 
Moseley said Mitchell had 
25 years of service to the 
school system and made the 
decision to go ahead and 
retire. 

He said he saw her ear- 
lier in the day prior to the 
board meeting, and he con- 
gratulated her and thanked 
her personally for her many

After approving 
Mitchell’s retirement, the 
board next entertained 
a recommendation from 
the superintendent to hire 
Sara Kate Jones to replace 
the vacancy created by 
Mitchell’s retirement. 

Moseley said Jones previ- 
ously interned at Goshen. 
He said elementary princi- 
pal Debra Strickland had 
contacted several people 
regarding Jones, and she 
comes to Elba highly rec- 
ommended for the teaching 
job. 

After confirming it was 
also Strickland’s recom- 
mendation to hire Jones, 
the board voted to approve 
the recommendation of the 
superintendent. 

With the end of the first 
semester upon the school 
year, the superintendent 
provided a summary of 
COVID-19 numbers to 
board members. 

For the school system 
[since the start of the school 
year in August], Moseley 
said 27 students total had 
been confirmed positive for 
the COVID-19 virus along 
with 17 employees. total. 
As for quarantined/isolated 
numbers due to a poten-

tial close contact, he said 
267 students were impact- 
ed throughout the entire 
semester and 30 employees 
were quarantined/isolated. 

Overall, Moseley said the 
numbers were good for a 
school system as small as 
Elba, and he said he could 
not thank the students, par- 
ents, teachers, administra- 
tors, and other employees 
enough for the job they had 
done throughout the first 
semester. He said he was 
certainly not easy, but he 
felt Elba City Schools did 
what it needed to do to have 
a successful first semester 
despite COVID-19. 

He also _ specifically 
thanked the school nurse 
for staying on top of things 
for Elba City Schools. 

As the board was meet- 
ing the evening of Dec. 
15th, Elba High School 
was hosting its first home 
varsity basketball game of 
the season. Moseley said 
the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association had 
provided strict guidelines 
for attendance during bas- 
ketball season, and he 
encouraged all to follow the 
rules. set.in place to allow

“We were recently made 
aware of a website that 
charged a $50 administra- 
tive fee in addition to the 
agency’s $39 renewal fee. 
That is a significant up- 
charge from ALEA’s online 
transaction fee, which 
is only $2.75,” ALEA 
Secretary Hal Taylor said. 
“As with any type of web- 
site service, we encour- 
age Alabama citizens to 
use caution when utilizing 
third-party websites.”

I explained if I really thought they were our enemies, 
I, as pastor, wouldn’t have suggested we worship with 
them. I still don’t know if I convinced him or not. Popular 
columnist Dave Barry insists some people are “humor 
deprived,” and this man certainly was. But I know, too, that 
sarcasm is often misunderstood. I’ve really tried to work 
on being more declarative and less sarcastic in my public 
speaking and conversations since not everyone understands 


the art of the quip. 


I do miss the community worship services we had 
years ago. In several places we’ve lived the churches had 
interdenominational Thanksgiving services. In one of them 
the offerings we received were given to the local food 


bank, so this gathering was important. 


In another place churches sponsored joint Maundy 
Thursday services. This is a communion service on the day 
before Good Friday, commemorating the inauguration of 
the supper when Jesus instituted it. 1 remember one night 
the guest music minister was unschooled in what he should 
do (ministers shared responsibilities). He had us singing 
resurrection hymns, not realizing that the church treats 
Maundy Thursday and Good Friday with somberness. Joy 


comes on Easter. 


I think denominations can learn from one another. The 
Episcopalians and Presbyterians teach us reverence in 
worship. Congregants honor God’s word and the pulpit 
is a place for serious reflection. The Pentecostals teach us 
exuberance in the Holy Spirit. My mother’s only sister was 
Nazarene. Ill always remember attending her church as a 
boy and seeing her raising her hands in the air and praising 
God. She had a hard life and found great joy in expressive 
worship. And I suppose we Baptists and Methodists find 
ourselves somewhere in between—hopefully learning 


from both parameters. 


Jesus prayed that his followers “be one” (John 17:21). 
Some argue that having many denominations falls short 
of his vision, True enough, but I don’t see this changing. 
Nevertheless, we should rejoice in what God is doing in 
the ministries of other churches and respect and love our 


brothers and sisters in other camps.

Tips for... 


Hunting 


While the white-tailed 
deer rut has come and gone 
in a few areas in Alabama, 
hunters in the majority of 
the state are dealing with 
the December doldrums, 
waiting for the breeding 
season to begin in earnest. 

Alabama native Chuck 
Sykes, Director of the 
Alabama Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries 
(WFF) Division, said the 
whitetails in the bulk of the 
state adjust to the increased 
activity in the woods, 
and hunters are having to 
deal with a lull in deer 
movement. | 

“People kill deer the 
first couple of weeks of 
the season, and, in my 
opinion, those deer get 
enough pressure that they 
go underground for a few 
weeks until the rut brings 
them back out,” Sykes said. 

He said hunters should 
soon start seeing evidence 
of early rutting behavior 
with increased activity by 
the bucks. 

“Typically, you'll start 
seeing a few scrapes and 
tubs, and you’ll start seeing 
a few does without fawns 
right up under them,” Sykes 
said. “The does are starting 
to wean those fawns, 
getting ready for the rut. 
So, you’ll see button bucks 
walking around aimlessly 
by themselves.” 

Bucks paw the ground to 
make scrapes where urine 
is deposited as a scent 
marker, A licking branch, 
where the buck can leave 
additional scent, is usually 
above a scrape. The rubs 
are the results of bucks 
using their antlers to debark 
trees, often cedars, to mark 
boundaries and leave more 
scent. 

“Earlier in the season, 
you've got bachelor groups 
of bucks running together,” 
Sykes said. “You'll see a 
bunch of rubs and scrapes 
in certain locations where 
they’re establishing their 
pecking order. 

“This time of year, when 


‘you see those scrapes and 


tubs, it’s deer laying out 
their territories, getting 
in areas where they can 
intercept a bunch of does. 
That’s a big portion of the 
mating process. When you 
start seeing those scrapes 
being freshened up, those 
are excellent places to hunt. 
A scrape is like a deer 
nightclub. They go to it 
and lay down some scent. It 
lets everyone know who’s 
in the neighborhood.” 

In early January, hunters 
will likely see a few bucks 
chasing does, but Sykes 
says that activity is only by 
the younger bucks. 

“Those bucks usually 
jump the gun by a couple 
of weeks over your mature 
deer,” he said. “It’s like 
people who raise cows. 
You put a young bull 
in the pasture, and he’ll 


e. 
follow a cow around three 
or four days before she’s 
receptive, a couple of days 
while she’s receptive and 
then three or four days after 
she’s receptive. They waste 
a lot of energy. 

“You put an older bull in 
the pasture, and he’s going 
to lay around until the 
time is right. He conserves 
energy. Bucks are the 
same way. Those young 
bucks are rambunctious 
and moving around. The 
mature bucks, you’re not 
going to see them moving 
until it’s right.” 

As for the timing of the 
rut, Sykes says peak rutting 
activity varies very little 
from year to year. 

“You can go back and 
look at our historical 
stocking data, and the deer 
rut takes place within a day 
or two every year in those 
certain locations,” he said. 
“When people say the deer 
just aren’t rutting because 
the weather is hot, well, the 
deer are still rutting. They 
have the ability to do it 
at night when the weather 
cools down. The rut takes 
place whether you see it 
or not. 

“That’s where the 
environmental conditions 
and hunting pressure have 
effects. If deer are getting 
pressured a lot, they may 
not move around during 
daylight hours. They will 
wait until after dark.” 

Sykes said several 
misconceptions about the 


deer rut in Alabama persist, 


especially with the advent 
of social media platforms. 

“One of the biggest 
misconceptions is I’ve got 
this big buck and I’m going 
to save him because he’s 
going to breed 15 or 20 
does on my property,” he 
said. “That’s just not the 
case. Whitetails are not like 
elk, where a bull elk might 
have a big harem of 10 or 
15 cows. In a good year, a 
buck may sire four to five 
fawns. 

“Another huge 
misconception that you see 
all the time on social media 
is people talking about 
taking this buck out of the 
herd because they didn’t

want him breeding and 
passing along bad genetics. 
In most cases, that’s just an 
excuse to pull the trigger. 
With free-range, wild deer, 
culling cannot change 
genetics. There are just 
too many factors involved. 
Half of the genetics are 
coming from the doe.” 

Sykes insists hunters 
should not try to cull 
bucks based on antler 
characteristics. Instead, 
cull bucks based on age. 

“You need to base 
your decision on whether 
you want to feed that 
deer another year,” he 
said. “You have limited 
resources of food, cover 
and water, so that’s how 
you make a determination, 
not because of what people 
think are inferior genetics. 
If you see a buck that has 
a nice rack on one side and 
a spike on the other, more 
than likely that occurred 
because of an injury to the 
pedicle (antler base).” 


Sykes has a long history 


of hunting deer in Alabama. 
He was a guide ‘at Bent 
Creek Lodge near Jachin, 
Alabama, for five years 
before managing Circle 
N Lodge in east Alabama 
for eight years. He was a 
wildlife consultant for 20 
years before becoming 
WFF Director in 2012. 

“I’m kind of an oddball,” 
Sykes said of his deer- 
hunting tactics. “I like to 
hunt deer before the rut 
when I can pattern them 
better on food sources. The 
rut can be a wonderful time 
to hunt, and it can also 
be extremely frustrating. If 
the conditions are bad and 
the bucks are locked down 
with does, you may not see 
a thing. Then on that one 
day when all the conditions 
are right, you get a hot 
doe running through your 
property and you may see 
six or eight bucks chasing 
her. That’s what everybody 
wants to see. 

“But the rut can be 
very hit-or-miss. It can be 
extremely frustrating, or it 
can be extremely euphoric.” 

While Sykes is hunting 
food sources right now, 
when the serious rutting 


activity starts, he is going 
to areas where he can find 
the most females. 

“In west Alabama where 
I spend most of my time, 
I’m hunting does when the 
rut starts,” he said. “I’m 
going to be in a place with 
as many does as | can find 
if I’m trying to look for a 
mature deer. 

“There’s one thing 
about the rut that is fairly 
interesting. I’ve got 10 or 
15 trail cameras out that 
I’ve been monitoring since 
June. You think you know 
who everybody is. You’ve 
got your hit list together. 
Then, come January 20, 
you'll have a deer show 
up that you have no idea 
who he is. It could be good 
or bad. You have some of 
your regulars go see the 
neighbors for a few days, 
but their deer may come to 


see you.” 
One of the most 
important factors of 


successful hunting during 
the rut is having the time to _ 
spend in.thé!woods, which _ 
is why many hunters take 
significant vacation time in 
January. 

“You can’t kill him 
sitting at home,” Sykes said. 
“You've got to be out there 
as much as possible for 
when the magic happens.” 

However, hunters can’t 
be haphazard about their 
approach to hunting a 
mature buck, 

“You do your 
homework,” Sykes said. 
“You do your scouting. 
You try to plan as much 
as you can, And when the 
conditions are right, that’s 
when you go. 

“One of the biggest 
mistakes I think people 
make is they have a deer in 
an area where they have a 
stand, and they want to hunt 
him so bad that they go in 
with a bad wind direction 
or conditions that aren’t 
right. Typically, for those 
older deer, you’ve got one 
day you can ease in and 
get him. If the wind shifts 
or you make a mistake, it 
makes it 10 times harder to 
try to find him again. I hunt 
the wind. If the wind is not 
right, I do not go.” 


Game check phone number is back in service 


To give hunters more 
options for the mandatory 
reporting of deer and 
turkey harvests, the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources (ADCNR) 
is reactivating its toll 
free Game Check phone 
number, 1-800-888-7690. 
Hunters can report their 
harvests through the Game 
Check help line 24 hours a 
day, 7 days a week, began 


at 8 a.m. on Monday, 
December 28, 2020. 

The Game Check help 
line reporting process is 
simple and takes just a few 
minutes to complete. 

When calling to report 
their harvest, hunters 
will first hear a recorded 
message prompting them 
to have their information 
ready before speaking to an 
operator who will input the 
data for them. Callers must

Once on the phone with 
an operator, callers will 
be asked for the date and 
county of harvest, type of 
land (public or private) and 
the antler point count when 
reporting a deer. To report 
a turkey harvest, callers 
will be asked for the date 
and county of harvest, type 
of land (public or private), 
the turkey’s age (jake or 
adult) and its beard and 
spur lengths. 

The data collected 
through Game Check helps 
ADCNR’s Division of 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries (WFF) make 
management decisions 
about the state’s deer and 
turkey populations and 
fine-tune seasons and bag 
limits for the benefit of 
hunters. 

“We'd previously shut 
down the call-in number due 
to incomplete data gathered 


by the 
system,” 


computerized 
said Chuck 
Sykes, WFF Director. 
“Having live operators 
enter the information into 
Game Check for the callers 
should make it a more user- 
friendly experience and 
gather better information 
for our biologists.” 

In addition to the Game 
Check help line, deer and 
turkey harvests can also 
be reported through the 
recently updated Outdoor 
AL mobile app (version 
1.3.2 or higher) or online 
at outdooralabama.com. 
Reporting is still required 
within 48 hours of any deer 
or turkey harvest or when 
possession of the deer or 
turkey is transferred to a 
processor, taxidermist or 
another individual.

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Brantley Bulldogs dominate 
2020 Class 1A ‘All-State’ picks

The Alabama Sports Writers Association 
released its 2020 high school ‘All-State’ football 
team over the holidays and included on the 
honored list in Class 1A were six members of the 
Brantley Bulldogs. 

Kenuwyn Dixon, Carson Jones and Bo Cook 
were all first team selections, while earning second 
team honors were Tucker Kilcrease, Kedrick 
Brown and Cole Welch. 

Dixon, a 5-11, 180, senior, was a first team 
selection at wide-receiver. During the Bulldogs 
banner 13-1 season, Dixon had 38 receptions 
for 753 yards and 13 touchdowns, rushed for 
482 yards and 11 touchdowns on 20 carries and 
completed 8 of 11 passes for 176 yards. 

Jones, a 6-2, 274, senior, was a pick at offensive 
line, where he graded 92 percent during the season 
and recorded 9 pancake blocks, while Cook, a 6-3, 
252, senior, was a defensive line selection, where 
he posted 88 tackles, including 62 solo stops, 15 
tackles for losses and 9 quarterback sacks. 

Kilcrease, a 6-2, 186, junior, was a second team 
selection at quarterback after leading the Bulldogs 
to a record-setting offensive season. An all-state 
pick for the second straight season, Kilcrease 
completed 128 of 188 passes for 2,320 yards and 
33 touchdowns, with only 4 interceptions, and 
rushed for 465 yards and 9 td’s in 42 carries, all in 
just 10 games. 

Brown, a 6-0, 180, sophomore, was a pick at 
linebacker after posting 90 tackles, including 48 
solo stops, 20 tackles for losses and 1 quarterback 
sack, in 10 games, while Welch, a 6-3, 320, senior, 
was selected at offensive line, where he recorded a 
90% grade and had 16 pancake blocks.
